For severa l da y s foJ llowing the ord­ 
er a nony mous letters were received 
a t the office tellling of ba nks tha t were 
In opera tion "on the sly ,” but the a ud­ 
itor 
hunted 
down 
the 
ba nks 
a nd 
forced them to close. 
A tota l of eight 
bra nch ba nks closed their doors, the 
la st being the bra nch ba nk opera ted 
by the People's Sta te ba nk a t Browns- 
town. 
This a ction wa s ta ken under a la w 
ena cted 
by 
the 
reoent 
legisla ture 
which the Democra tic politicia ns a nd 
editors delighted to criticise. 
This 
la w ha s speedily ena bled the a uditor 
to rid the sta te of a da ngerous a nd 
very undesira ble cla ss of ba nks w’here 
the people’s money wa s not a lwa y s 
sa fe. 
“ Sy stem ” Ha s Short Life. 
It will be only a short time until 
the complete pa ssing of the old sy s­ 
tem of lending a nd investing public 
funds for the benefit of the officia ls 
will be witnessed. 
It will be a grea t 
da y for the Republica n pa rty whose 
representa tives took the initia tive for 
the purifica tion of public offices. 
Almost from the ea rliest history of 
the sta te officia ls entrusted with pub­ 
lic funds ha ve invested them in their 
own beha lf. 
The result of long y ea rs 
of untra mmeled growth wa s tha t the 
“ sy stem" wa s deeply Imbedded in the 
politica l side of public life.

A Sta te Fina ncia l Boa rd. 
The depositories la w will become 
effective Dec. 16.

to orga nize the sta te boa rd of fina nces, 
which sha ll ha ve cha rge of finding 
depositories for the sta te's money . 
The city , county a nd township boa rds 
of fina nce will be formed a t the sa me 
time, a s the new sy stem is to suppla nt 
the old in every office. 
Governor Ha nly will be cha irma n of 
the sta te boa rd a nd Auditor Billheimer 
secreta ry . 
The opponents of the new pla n pre­ 
dicted during the recent session of 
the legisla ture tha t ba nkers would 
refuse to ha ndle the public money , 
but the indica tions a re tha t there will 
be strong competition for it. 
There is no mea ns now of estim a t­ 
ing how much revenue the va rious 
forms of government will rea p, but In 
long-time deposits 
3 per cent interest 
will be received; In other deposits, 
2 per cent. 
The a mount is sure to be sufficient 
so fa r a s the sta te’s funds here a re 
concerned, to pa y the expenses of 
ma ny depa rtments. 
Priva te Ba nks Helped. 
In order tha t priva te ba nks ma y be­ 
come public depositories J ohn C. Bill­ 
heimer. a uditor of sta te, is sending 
letters to a ll the ba nks in the sta te, 
telling them tha t they ma y be exa m­ 
ined in a dva nce of Dec. 1. 
The letter 
is a s follows: 
"To the Priva te Ba nks of India na : 
"It ha s been decided by the sta te 
boa rd of fina nce tha t no ba nk will be 
a ccepted under the public depository 
la w of 19 07 except such a s ha ve been 
shown by recent exa mina tion to be sol­ 
vent a nd in good condition. The effect 
of this decision is tha t priva te ba nks j 
desiring to a ccept the benefit of the 
depository la w must be exa mined by j 
me through the ba nk depa rtment be- 
f a n they ca n do so. Under the la w of 
19 07 governing priva te ba nks the ex­ 
a mina tions of such ba nks will not b e[ 
commenced until Dec. 1, a t the sa me 
time the depository la w becomes effec­ 
tive. 
“ As a ma tter of convenience to a ny 
priva te ba nk desiring to a ct under the j 
depository la w I will a rra nge to ex­ 
a mine it in a dva nce on receipt of a 
request therefor, a nd a n a greement 
to pa y the sta tutory fee for exa mina ­ 
tion. 
In order to prevent a rush In ( 
December, I suggest tha t such re­ 
quests be sent to me ea rly .” 
Auditor Billleheimer sa y s tha t up to 
da te forty priva te ba nks ha ve a sked 
tha t they be exa mined before Dec. 1.1 
The belief is growing tha t this new 
piece of Republica n legisla tion will 
not only do a wa y with a pernicious 
•y stem , but will give the public more 
a ssura nce tha t its money is ha ndled 
sa fely .
